W. Va. Legislature OK’s 
Divorce And Voter Bills 


CHARLESTON, W. Va. UFI - 
The West Virginia Legislature 
began wrapping up its 59th ses­ 
sion Thursday by passing bills 
that would revise the state’s di­ 
vorce laws and would give the 
secretary of state -power to chal­ 
lenge voter registration. 
Both bills have been sent to 
Gov. Arch A. Moore Jr. 
Leaders of both chambers said 
continuation of the session into 
early next week was uncertain, 
although Gov. Moore Iras issued 
a proclamation extending th e 
legislature through Tuesday, if 
needed to consider budgetary 
matters. 
The Senate approved a consti­ 
tutional amendment, which will 
be placed on the 1970 ballot, to 
provide a pay raise for legisla­ 
tors and to hold annual 60-day 
sessions. 


ALSO approved by the Senate 
were two bills to abolish the of­ 
fice of public institutions com­ 
missioner and divide the institu­ 
tion’s 
responsibilities 
between 
tile State Health Department 
and a proposed department of 
correction. 
Meanwhile, the House passed day session every year, replac- 
a bill that would increase state ing the present alternating 60- 


ity. It also would broaden the 
existing ground of cruelty to in­ 
clude false accusation of adult­ 
ery or homosexuality. 
It would also provide elimina­ 
tion of divorce commissioners. 
which ha ve been used by some 
West Virginia courts, and would 
allow immediate remarriage aft­ 
er divorce, doing away with the 
present 60-day waiting period. 
The bill that would give the 
secretary of state power to chal­ 
lenge voter registration is one 
of the nine election reform bills 
drafted by John D. Rockefeller 
IV. 


IT is the only Rockefeller pro­ 
posal to be sent to the governor. 
Another, that w o u l d require 
posting of up-to-date precinct 
voting maps, has been approv­ 
ed by the House and sent back 
to the Senate for concurrence 
on amendments. 
The Constitutional amendment 
resolution w o u l d raise leg­ 
islators salaries from $1,500 to I 
$3,000 a year, give the legisla­ 
ture power to vote members re­ 
imbursement for their session 
expenses and provide for a 60- 
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! liquor store prices to provide 
approximately $600,000 for treat- 
I meat and rehabilitation of alco­ 
holics. It has been sent to the 
Senate for action on an amend­ 
ment that cut the Senate-approv- 
j ed amount of $1.4 million. 
|

Ligliliiig Over The Sea 


Human gret^ combined with a totally unreal- 
i«:tic claim to jurisdiction over expansive areas 
of the Pacific Ocean has caused an explosive 
and dangerou.s international situation involving 
the United States and Peru. 


The Peruvian government’s contention that it, 
in ettect, owns the waters of the Pacific for 20(1 
miles beyond its shores is extravagant and 
completely out of line with territorial claims 
advanced and accepted by most other nations 
of the world. 
.Acting upon this claim, the Peruvian Navy 
machine-gunned an American tuna fi.shing boat 
earlier this month which was more than 25 
miles oft the Peruvian coast. And it has refu.sed 
to pay the $50,{K)0 damages claimed by the Unit­ 
ed States. 


Since then the doctrine of freedom of the 
seas gradually has gained the acceptance of 
maritime nations. 
•An attempt to clear up the rules on territorial 
waters and the law of the sea in general wa.s 
made in 1930 by the league of Nations, which 
convoked a ciwiference on the codification of 
ii'ternational law But no agreement was reach­ 
ed relative to the breadth of territorial waters 
Twenty of the 38 countries represented at the 
conference wanted a 3-mile limit while 12 na­ 
tions preferred a 6-mile territorial sea. 


THU <’IU Tf(’\L SITUATION could deterio­ 
rate rapidl>. especially since the Peruvian mili- 
tar> government has signed a trade accord 
w^ith the .Soviet Union and accepted its ambas­ 
sador. 
Historicallv. the so-called freedom of the sea.s 
concept goe.s back only to the 16th century. 
Prior to that 
time mo.sf maritime 
states 
claimed sovereignty over entire .seas. 
Venice, for instance, claimed the Adriatic as 
Its own: England asserttied juridiction over the 
North .Sea and large areas of the Atlantic, and 
.Sweden and Denmark declared the Baltic a 
closed sea. Xa\igation by ships of all nations 
generally was allowed, however. 
But .Spain and Portugal became so greedv in 
their claim.s that other nations resisted their 
contentions In 1943. the two nations divided the 
New World between themselves with Spain lay­ 
ing claim to the Pacific and the Gulf of Mexico 
while Portugal took unto itself the Indian Ocean 
and most of the .Atlantic. 
Roth nations sought to exclude foreigners 
from these va.st ocean areas -- just as their 
Spanish-speaking descendants in Peru, Ecuador 
and Chile are attempting to do today. 
fn 1580, Queen Elizabeth I declared “ The ii.se 
of the vsea and air is common to a ll" .And early 
In the 1600s the jurist Grotius .sponsored the 
view that the high seas could not be made the 
property of an\ state. 


THE UNITED N.ATIO.NS has made several 
attempts to achieve agreement as to what the 
extent of territorial waters should be but failed. 
As late as 1960, failure ijtill met U.N. attempts 
to resolve the problem. 
With no likelihood of accord and with the 
United Nations apparently incapable of bringing 
peace and harmony to tihi.s issue, the prospects 
for u.se of force in the current crisis are just 
over the horizon. 
Mankind .still fails the call to reason together 
— on land or sea.

I HI' REST E.VAM PLE of what can happen 
comes from the d<»cumenied historv o<f the use 
of 1901, an in.M'ctieidc thaï has been u.sed ex- 
ten^vely once tf.e end of World War II, 
Traces of DDT have been found around the 
world — even in remote Antarctica where it 
was detected in the bodies of penguins. 
investigation into rapidly declining popula­ 
tions in some birds of prey revealed a DDT-in- 
duced change in the birds’ calcium mefaboli.sm 
produced thin-shelled egg.' resulting in repeated 
nesting failurc.s 
Other studies havf> sluiwu adverse effect- of 
DDT on a wide range ot organisms from min­ 
ute marine life to mammals 
A Pennsylvania .Senate probe has led to the 
recommendation that “ hard pesticides’’ like 
DDT be banned in the state, 
fears of excessive residues in live.stock and 
food crops has caused the .Arizona Pest Control 
Board to ban the use of DDT in commercial ag­ 
riculture in the state for a pi'riod of one vear. 
A research team for the Swedish Institute of 


Public Health has reported the Baltic .Sea is so 
polluted from DDT that it is dangerous to eat 
certain Baltic fish regularly. 


Scientific evidence of adverse eftects of DDT 
and other widely used pe.sticides is piling up at 
an impo.smg clip. 
The havoc that chemical poi.sons can wreak 
in wildlite and marine life has been observed 
bur long-range consequences to future genera­ 
tions of man can only be projected at this point. 
The prevailing attitude in the pesticide indus­ 
try and the Department o f Agriculture i.s tha: 
benefits from chemical control of crop pests far 
outweighs the hazards to human health. 
.Agncultun.-ts paint a bleak food supply pic­ 
ture if the u.se of pesiicidal chemicals was 
banned. 


INDUSTRY SPOKESM EN have a valid point 
when thev list the many government regula­ 
tions now in effect that attempt to ensure safetv 
in the u.se of pe.sticides and protest against new 
ones. 
Since the myriad of government regulations 
has not done the job, it would be wise to seek 
other means of eliminating the harmful effects 
of the thousands of pe.sticides now in u.se 
It would be helpful if the pesticide industry, 
(he federal government and independent re- 
•search .scientists joined in a stepped-up hunt for 
pe.st control means through “ safe” chemicals, 
or through other methods.

Any idea that the sordid spectacle commonly 
’mown as the Clay Shaw conspiracy trial would 
he laid to rest quietly after die quick acquittal 
verdict has been dispelled by District Attorney 
Jim G arrison’s perjury charge against the de­ 
fendant. 
Who can say how much longer the Louisiana 
charade will go on?

Fighting Over The Sea 


Human greed combined with a totally unreal­ 
istic claim to jurisdiction over expansive areas 
of the Pacific Ocean has caused an explosive 
and dangerous international situation involving 
the United States and Peru. 


The Peruvian governm ent's contention that it, 
in effect, owns the w aters of the Pacific for 200 
miles beyond its shores is extravagant and 
completely out of line with territorial claims 
advanced and accepted by most other nations 
of the world. 
Acting upon this claim, the Peruvian Navy 
machine-gunned an American tuna fishing boat 
earlier this month 
w'hich was more than 25 
miles off the Peruvian coast. And it has refused 
to pay the $50,000 dam ages claimed by the Unit­ 
ed States. 


THE 
CRITICAL SITUATION could 
deterio­ 
rate rapidly. especially since the Peruvian mili­ 
tary government has signed a trade accord 
with the Soviet Union and accepted its am bas­ 
sador. 
Historically, the so-called freedom of the seas 
concept goes back only to the 16th 
century. 
Prior 
to that 
time 
most 
m aritim e 
states 
claimed sovereignty over entire seas. 
Venice, for instance, claimed the Adriatic as 
Its own; England asse rte d juridiction over the 
North Sea and large areas of the Atlantic, and 
Sweden 
and Denmark declared the Baltic a 
closed sea. Navigation by ships of all nations 
generally was allowed, however. 
But Spain and Portugal becam e so greedy in 
their claim s that other nations resisted their 
contentions. In 1943, the two nations divided the 
New World between them selves with Spain lay­ 
ing claim to the Pacific and the Gulf of Mexico 
while Portugal took unto itself the Indian Ocean 
anc! most of the Atlantic. 
Both nations sought to exclude foreigners 
from these vast ocean areas — just as their 
Spanish-speaking descendants in Peru, Ecuador 
and Chile are attem pting to do today. 
In 1580, Queen Elizabeth I declared “The use 
of the sea and air is common to all.'’ And early 
in the 1600s the jurist. Grotius sponsored the 
view (hat the high seas could not be made the 
property of any state. 


Since then the doctrine of freedom of the 
seas gradually has gained the acceptance of 
m aritim e nations. 
An attempt to clear up the rules on territorial 
waters and the law of the sea in general was 
made in 1930 by the league of Nations, which 
convoked a conference on the codification of 
international law But no agreem ent was reach­ 
ed relative to the breadth of territorial u tte rs 
Twenty of the 38 countries represented a1 the 
conference wanted a 3-mile limit while 12 na­ 
tions preferred a 6-mile territorial sea. 


THE UNITED NATIONS has made several 
attem pts to achieve agreement as to what the 
extent of territorial waters should be but failed. 
As late as 1960. failure still met U.N. attem pts 
to resolve the problem. 
With no likelihood of accord and with the 
United Nations apparently incapable of bringing 
peace and harmony to this issue, the prospects 
for use of force in the current crisis are just 
over the horizon. 
Mankind still fails the call to reason together 
— on land or sea.

The Lase Against Pesticides 


New facts are coming to light all the time to 
(support the argum ent for a closer look at the 
use of pesticides. 
The controversy ha* grown more healed in 
recent years, spurred in part by publication of 
the late Rachel Carson's book Silent Spring, in 
1962. 
Thp book pictured the advent of a silent. 
spring made lifeless bv continued chemical con­ 
tam ination of air, soil, waler, vegetation and 
wildlife. 


THE BEST EXAMPLE of what can happen 
comes from the documented historv of the use 
of DDT. an insecticide that has been used ex­ 
tensively since the end of World War ll. 
Traces of DDT have been found around the 
world — even in remote Antarctica where it 
was detected in the bodies of penguins. 
Investigation into rapidly declining popula­ 
tions in some birds of prey revealed a DDT-in- 
dueed change in the birds' calcium metabolism 
produced thin-shelled egg- resulting in repeated 
nesting failures 
Ocher studies have shown adverse effects of 
DDT on a wide range of organisms from min­ 
ute m arine life to m am m als 
A Pennsylvania Senate probe has led to the 
recommendation that “ hard pesticides'1 like 
DDT be banned in the state. 
Pears of excessive residues in livestock and 
food crops has caused the Arizona Pest Control 
Roard to ban the use of DDT in commercial ag­ 
riculture in the state for a period of one year. 
A research team for the Swedish Institute of 


Public Health has reported che Baltic Sea is so 
polluted from DDT that it is dangerous to eat 
certain Raltjc fish regularly. 
Scientific evidence of adverse effects of DDT 
and other widely used pesticides is piling up at 
an imposing clip. 
The havoc that chemical poisons can wreak 
in vvlid!lie and m arine life has been observed 
bur long-range consequences to future genera­ 
tions of man can only be projected at this point. 
The prevailing attitude in the pesticide indus­ 
try and the Department of Agriculture is that 
benet its from chemical control of crop pests far 
outweighs the hazards to human health. 
Agriculturists paint a bleak food supply pic­ 
ture if the use of pesticidal chemicals was 
banned. 


INDUSTRY SPOKESMEN have a valid point 
when they list the many government regula­ 
tions now in effect that attempt to ensure safety 
in the use of pesticides and protest against new 
ones. 
Since the myriad of government regulations 
has not done the job, it would be wise to seek 
other means of eliminating the harmful effects 
of (he thousands of pesticides now in use. 
It would be helpful if the pesticide industry, 
the tederal government and independent re­ 
search scientists joined iii a stepped-up hunt for 
pest control means through “ safe'’ chemicals, 
or through other methods. 
Tiki much time has been wasted on defending 
chemical.? that obviously are dangerous to hu­ 
mans.

But. in the meantim e, 
the American neople m ay well wonder whether 
the virtual advocacy of racial discrimination in 
the selection of teachers — as sanctioned, in ef­ 
fect, bv the Departm ent of Justice under the 
Johnson administration — is going to continue. 


SECRFITARY FINCH of the Departm ent of 
Health, Education and Welfare has on the oth­ 
er hand, taken issue with the idea of selecting 
thp faculty for a school on the basis of racial 
proportions. 
In the case which now is up for appeal before 
the Supreme Court, the lower court ruled that a 
“ good faith and effective effort" is sufficient on 
the part of a school hoard and that mere pre­ 
cise proportional patterns in teaching staffs 
would not make for sound administration. 
Both of the lower courts refused to require 
the faculties of newly built schools to he as­ 
signed by racial prooortions. 
The Court of Appeals in the Fifth Circuit des­ 
ignated for the current year a ratio of five 
white teachers to one Negro in the faculty and 
rejected the three-to-1w;> pronorlion demanded 
for the future The Department of Justice is on 
record in favor of the eventual fhree-to-‘wo ner- 
centage. 
Tile latest word from the information office in 
the deoartmen* is that the attitude taken in the 
brief filed under the previous administration 
will he maintained 
The attorney general in a new' administration, 
however, is not bound bv the viewpoint of his 
predecessor and it may be that between now 
and next autumn the departmen* will formally 
modify its position. 
The National Association for the Advance­ 
ment of Colored People has joined with the De­ 
partm ent of Justice in arguing that desegrega­ 
tion renuires faculty integration It insists on a 
ratio of three white to two Negro teachers in 
each public school of Montgomery Countv, Ala . 
w here the suit arose 
This is the current racial pronorlion of the to­ 
tal number of the teachers at present In the 
school system in the county. Secretary Finch 
this week declared 
“ If you start throwing in arbitrary percen- 
tagev — if you sav. for examnle, ‘You’ve go: to 
have af least 20 ner cent Negro teachers’ — 
well, a good many Negro teachers long ago 
went west or north because of better pay. phis 
a lot of other factors. 
“ So if we sav, ‘You’ve got to hire Ave Negro 
teachers1 and they go out and hire the first five 
they can get. then the quality of education can 
dron way down 11 
Secretary Finch asserted that if a white fac­ 
ulty in a particular instance) “ was capable of 
doing a better job of teaching 11 then hp would 
prefer the white faculty. He add°d 
“ I don’t think that because the student bodv 
is overwhelmingly black, there has to be an a r­ 
bitrary number of black faculty m em bers 
So the real question is whether the nualitv of 
education to be obtained in the public schools 
will be paramount or whether political factors 
will be given prime consideration. 
There is no argum ent about bo necessity of 
desegregating Dublin schools so that white and 
Negro children are as$iffn°d to schools and 
classroom s in their own district without regard 
to race. 


THE ISSUE that has arisen now has to do 
with "he policy of school authorities in selecting 
teachers 
Will they choose them because of 
their qualifications or will they hire them on 
the basis of color” 
To decide in favor of a particular race in em 
ploying mem bers of a faculty would be racial 
discrimation and the ability and capacity to 
teach would have :o be driregardsd 
So. as Mr. Finch himself has said the issue 
Is really whether schoolchildren will br given 
education of the highest quality or whether it 
will he impaired in those cases where less com ­ 
petent teachers have to be employed inst be­ 
cause of their race.

Evans was identified by a 
Cleveland Transit System bus 
driver as the man who jumped 
on his bus at East 6,5th Street 
and Ontral Avenue and tried 
to rob him with a strotgun. 
The man left the bus at East 
83rd Street after the driver con­ 
vinced him that bu.s drivers do 
not carry money to make change 
and fare boxes are locktHi, 
Evans was found in the street 


at East 88th Streef near Quincy 
Avenue withan empty shotgun 
nearby.
